offi at a alow, easy gait, but had at- 
tained a pretty swift pace before ad- 
journment. It was an adjourned meet- 
ing to consider the electric light que_s- 
tion, but before they finished 'more 
subjects had been acted upon than at 
any regular meeting for- many inoons. 


Bratt, Calvin, Harsha, Lynn, Neill, 


Osborn, Seebohm, Selby and Tnrley 
were present when the session opened. 
Two more members were necessary to 
pass an ordinance amending the ordi- 
nance passed at the previous meeting, 
providing for the §15,000 refunding 
bonds. 
Street Commissioner 
Oraig- 


miltH made several .trips over town, 
and finally brought Funk and Wymer 
in, rousing the latter out of bed. After 
the eleven were in their seats the 
ordinance above referred to was passed, 
providing for the issue of fifteen bonds 
of §1,000 each, payable tweny years 
after August 1,-1897, at the Fourth 
National bank, New T^ork, and bearing 
4 par cent, interest, the rate bei^g re- 
duced from 4 }<J and place of payment 
changed from the oity treasurer's office 
to the above named bank. 
The olerk 


was authorized to advertise the bonds 
in two looal papers and the American 
Banker, of New York. 
The olerk and 


solioitor were authorized to prepare 
the bonds and have them lithographed. 


The other ordinance passed cor- 


rected the one providing for the levy, 
increasing the levy for the sinking fund 
from four-tenth mills to one mill, the 
law requiring it to be at least the lat- 
ter amount. 


The first matter brought up during 


the session was the following resolu- 
tion, introduced by Mr. Bratt: 


Be it resolved by the city council of 


the oity of Portsmouth as follows: ; 


That the city, adopt under the pro- 


•visions of the contract between the 
Portsmouth Street Railroad and Light 
company and the oity of Portsmouth, 
entered into on the 22nd day of Janu- 
ary, A. D.-1894, what is known in said 
contract aa the midnight plan, as there- 
in defined, and at the cost to said oity 
of a anm not exceeding the sum used 
as a basis for the midnight plan, as 
contained in the provisions of said con- 
tract. 


Council went into a committee of 


the whole to discuss the resolution,' 
Mr. Neill taking the ohajr. 
It was 


pretty thoroughly discussed and finally 
passed unanimously. The action will 
change the schedule of lighting so that 
lights will be burned until midnight 
every night and all night when there 
is no moon. It is estimated that the 
additional cost will be about $1,400. 
' President Turley then fired several 
swift shots into the camp. He moved 
the appointment of a committee to in- 
vestigate the practicability and advis- 
ability of erecting a new city building 
on upper market square. 
He said 


many believed the cost of the building 
would be saved in twelve or fifteen 
years by the saving in rents, .sale of 
property and revenue from the .rent of 
store rooms in the new building. 
The 


matter was referred to a committee con- 
sisting of the chairman of the commit- 
tees on finance law, and claims,police, 
public property and the oity solicitor. 
President Turley was made chairman 
of the committep. 


Mr. Turley then sprung the idea of 


annexing that part of Clay township 
to the city of Portsmouth from Kin- 
ney's lane extending east to Lawson 
run and west to the Scioto river. 
It 


was referred to the committee on law 
and claims. 


On motion of Mr. Turley the solicitor 


was intsructed to bring in an ordinance 
abolishing the office of day police. 
He 


stated that the present administration 
was not satisfied with the way the 
office was filled and he thought there 
was no easier way of saving §600 a 
year. 


On motion of Mr. Osborn, the com- 


mittee on streets was ordered to confer 
with the cemetery trustees and have 
them burn or destroy rubbish thrown 
from the cemetery into the street. 


The Third street extension matter 


was brought up. The solicitor reported 
that he had filed a motion to with- 
draw the offer to confess judgment for 
§2,700, filed by the former solicitor. 


Discussion of the question brought 


out that it would prove a delicate one 
to handle. 
Mr. Seebohm said "he had 


heard outside that a law suit would re- 
sult if council tried to change its course 
in the matter, 


Mr. Osborn warned council that con- 


demnation - proceedings would prove 
very expensive. 


The solioitor was finally instructed 


to have the judgment set aside and 
proceed under condemnation proceed- 
ings after he was assured that the cost 
conld be assessed back on the property 
on both sides of the street. The com- 
mittee on finance and the solicitor 'are 
to first fix a value on the property and 
make a tender to Mr. Lawson, after 
which 
condemnation proceedings are 


to go. 


On motion of Mr. Lynn the solicitor 


was instructed to bring in an ordinance 
to provide for a city jailer, after which 
council adjourned.

The citizens

shocked yesterday evening by the re- 
port that George H. Egbert had acci- 
dentally shot himself. 


The report and story of the hoirible 


affair was brought to this oity this 
morning by 'Squire Crain. 


It occurred at the Egbert home, east 


of Lnoasville, about six o'clock, p. m., 
and was witnessed by the wife and five 
children of the victim. 


Near the house is a Cluster of May 


Dake cherry trees. 
Birds have been 


playing havoc with this fruit and Mr. 
Egbert determined to make way with 
the destructive fetherod tribe. 


He procured his No. 10 double- 


barreled shot gun and loaded it with 
bird shot. Going to tho yard he took a 
position in a tree at which his children 
played. 
It was forked low near the 


ground, and in this fork was a board 
which his liitle ouoa were in the habit 
of sitting on. He was standing upon 
t, and while there leaned the gun 
against a limb uud ronohed for a cherry 
above his hand. In thia position ho lost 
nis footing ami the deadly weapon aud 
Egbert fell, The htimmev hit the board 
aud the gun exploded. The contents of 
both barrels wore emptier! into his ab- 
domen and stomach. 
In fact the front 


of his abdomen was cutoS as clean as if 
a knife hud been employed. 


Egbert gathered himself up 
and 


walked thirty foefc when he fell bleed- 
ing and unconscious. 
Ho was carried 


to tho house by neighbors and Dt. 
Warwick summoned. , He pronounced 
tbe wound necessarily fatal. 


Egbert is a brother of Don and Wil- 


liam Egbert, well known farmers, and 
is a brother-in-law of "Butch" Adams, 
of tho East End, this city.

AN OLD CITIZEN 


Jeremiah Cranston, of Wheelers- 


burg, Passes Away. 


He l>led at His Residence This Morulog 


At One O'clock—Bad Been a Life-Long 


Regident uf Scloto County, Being 


Born Near Wheelereburg In 1827, 


—Death Caused by Vtiralywls. 


Jeremiah Oraustou, for many years 
leading 
citizen of Wheeleraburg, 


died at his borne in that village this 
morning at one .o'clock.-..,His "death 
was caused by paralysis. 
He suffered 


a. stroke several weeka ago on the 
streets of Wheelersburg;and never ral- 
lied. .-.Sunday, afternoon he was at-, 
tacked'.with hiccoughs and his physi- 
cian was powerless to check them. 
This made him very weak and death 
finally came this morning. 


Mr. Cranston was a life-long resi- 


dent of this county, 'having been born 
at Wheelersbnrg, August 5th, 1827. 
His father was a native of Rhode 
Island and was at one time an associ- 
ate judge in this distinct. 
He built a 


small carding machine at Wheelersbnrg 
where he did county carding. r In 1847 
be pat hp a woolen machine and began 
manufacturing cloth from raw wool. 
Jeremiah Oranston was taken . into 
partnership by his father in 1848 afid 
eventually became the sole manager. 
In 1883 he turned the .business over to 
bis non James. 
He married Abigail 


Deaurumout January 80, 1850. Six 
children were born to them—Frances 
E., Mary W., Benjamin, Louis D., 
James Y., and Charles S. 


Mr. Cranston was the last surviving 


charter member of Orient Lodge No. 
337, 
I. O. O. F. He had been an active 


member cf the lodge for over thirty 
years. 
He had also been a justice of 


the peace of Porter township and town- 
ship trustee. 
He was -generally re- 


spected and highly esteemed in the 
community. 


The funeral'will probably be tomor-

any one. 
It is difficult to get at the 


exact situation there. 
.. 


"In the iirst place thsr^e is a severe 


censorship of the press and those who 
are naturally friendly to the Cubans 
hardly dare to express tl jir views and 
opinions. Furthermore, the adherents 
of both sides are exceedingly intense. 
They tell their 
stories just as they 


want you to believe them. From the 
Spanish 
point of view the island is 


practically Deified, and from that of 
the Cubans the insurgents never were 
in such 
excellent shape as they are 


now." 


"Did you go into the interior of the 


island?" asked the reporter. 


"Yes, I went from Havana to • Ma- 


tanzas. 
While both are on the sea- 


coast, still to go from one point to an- 
other by rail it takes you through a 
large part of interior country. I also 
made several short trips from Havana 
in other directions." 
. "What is the condition of the coun- 
try? 


'It seems to be entirely depopulated 


and there are no signs of any build- 
ings Standing except at the railroad 
stations. These, by the way, are prac- 
ticaly forts. I was generally informed 
that the same condition of affairs ex- 
ists throughout Cuba, from Havana to 
Pinar del Rio, except in the extreme 
eastern end. There is where the Cu- 
bans get their supplies and their cat- 
tle. 
They control that section now. It 


was the portion of the island which 
held out 10 years in the last war. 


"While I am not called upon to 


make any formal report to the presi- 
dent, because I acted merely as coun- 
sel to General Lee, in the Ruiz case, 
still I may be asked to tell Mr. Mc- 
Kiniey- and the secretary of state of 
the things which

heard in my brief trip to the island of 
Cuba.

It is dated Ha- 
vana, May 31, and says in part: I de- 
duce from my knowledge of the facts 
the following conclusions: First—Dr. 
Ruiz was arrested on a false charge. 
Second—He was placed under an im- 
proper jurisdiction and died before the 
proper tribunal considered 
his 
case, 


thereby giving him no opportunity to 
prove his Innocence. Third—I-Ie was 
kept "incommunicat.e" in a solitary cell 
for 315 hours, in violation of his treaty 
rights which limit such confinement to 
72 hours. Fourth—He died from con- 
gestion of the brain, 
produced 
by a 


blow on the top of the head. Fifth— 
There are two uieories connected with 
the wound on the head. One that in 
a state of mental excitement he 
ran 


across the cell ,as described by one of 
the jailers, and butted his head on the 
door in a frantic effort to get out. 


Another, that he was struck over the 


head with one of the clubs carried by 
the jailers, by the immediate watch- 
man, 
who had probably ordered him to 


cease his cries for relief and for his 
children, and upon his not doing so, 
struck him with more force than ho 
intended; or it is possible the blow 
was delivered to make him confess or 
give evidence against others. 


I therefore conclude, saying, as 
I 


have done in all previous reports about 
this case, thot whether Dr..Ruiz killed 
himself or was killed by SvT^eone else, 
will, under the existing conditions, al- 
ways remain unknown.

Collings found a similar suit ,in the 
supreme oonrt decisions and his decis- 
ions was baaed on that precedence.
